“No school in the United States is better- 
equipped at this moment than we are to take 
care of the boy of 13 or 14,”’ Headmaster 
Dr. Claude M. Fuess told the Phillips acad- 
emy alumni association in his talk at the 
annual luncheon last Friday. Dr. Fuess made 
this statement in connection with Rockwell 
house, the new junior class dormitory which 
is to be used for the first time next fall. He 
also stated that the recently reconstructed 
and enlarged infirmary is ‘I believe, as fine 
a school or college hospital as can be found 
in the United States.” 

In his talk Dr. Fuess paid special tribute 
to George T. “Pap” Eaton, who fifty-five 
years ago came to Andover to teach; Charles 
E. Stone, who has taught for 45 years; and 
Frederick E. Newton, who has rounded out 
forty years, ; 

He also mentioned the adult educational 
program of last winter, and in this connection 
stated that “Phillips academy believes itself | 
to be an intrinsic part of the town of Andover 
No matter what irresponsible or selfish or 
If-seeking people may sometimes say in 
tacking our school, we men at Phillips 
academy—teachers and employees—regard | 
ourselves as a part of this community, and | 
lin being connected with this old and ancient 
school, we feel that we are also citizens, and 
responsible citizens, of this old and ancient | 
town.” 

There were about 550 present at the lunch 
eon which was held in Borden gymnasium.

At 11 o'clock this morning Justice Qua of | 
the Supreme court in session at Boston was | 
hearing the arguments on the petition of 
George MacIntosh of Wakefield for a writ of 
mandamus to force the selectmen to revoke 
four building permits which MacIntosh, the 
owner of the controversial lot in Shawsheen, 
alleges were issued in violation of the interim 
zoning ordinance of 1927. Attorney Joseph 
L. Burns, town counsel, had presented his 
side of the case, stating in summary that the 
allegations in the petition were too general 
and that MacIntosh was not an aggrieved 
party. 

At 10.46 Atty. Dinan, representing Mac 
Intosh, was called, and he stated that under 
the interim zoning act it was the duty of the 
selectmen to enforce it. Justice Qua asked 
what the selectmen should do, and Atty 
Dinan said “take appropriate measures.” In 
answer to a further question from the justice, 
the attorney said that appropriate measures 
were either revoking the permits or changing 
the ordinance. The justice ed if a non- 
aggrieved citizen could go to the district 
attorney and ask that a particular law be 
enforced, and the attorney admitted that he 
couldn't. Justice Qua asked if the same situa- 
tion were not encountered here, where Mac 
Intosh, who does not own land within 500 
feet of any of the buildings in question, is | 
asking enforcement.

It took us a long time, and it was a hard 
job, but we're glad to say that at last it is a 
‘fait accompli.” We used the telephone, and 
we went to see him; we thought of sending 
him a registered letter with a return envelope 
in it; we even wondered for a while if we 
might have to stoop so low as peeking through 
his keyhole. But we didn’t; he finally, bit by 
bit, told us a little about himself, after we 
had prodded a little, led him on a bit, and in 
general worked harder for a story than we've 
had to work fora long time. 

It seems that this Nathan C. Hamblin 
shies away from publicity. We had suspected 
that he did, but usually a little persuasion 
will force a story out. Not so in his case; we 
really had to work.

On July 5, 1910, the late Principal Charles 
L. Curtis of Punchard high school resigned to 
go to Milton high school, and the committee 
cast around for a successor. It was probably 
through Rey. Dr. Frederic Palmer, then 
rector of Christ church, that Mr. Hamblin 
was contacted, Rey. Dr. Palmer knew Mr 
Hamblin’s father and mother when Nathan 
was “knee high to a grasshopper,”’ and so it 
was natural that he should suggest that the 
committee look into Mr. Hamblin’s record. 


They found that Mr. Hamblin had been 
principal of Tabor academy at Marion since 
1901 and assistant for seven years before 
that. He had begun his teaching in 1893 in 
the Winthrop high school, a year after he had 
finished up his education at Harvard. His 
early education was secured in the public 
schools of Revere and Chelsea, 

The last twenty-five years are pretty well 
known to Andover residents. Mr. Hamblin 
has continually been in the spotlight—with 
out seeking it. For almost twenty years he 
has been a trustee of Memorial Hall library, 
and part of this time he was president of the 
board, a position which he gave up just this 
spring. He was the first president of the 
Lions club, now the Service club. He is a 
past president of the Harvard club of An- 


dover, in the activities of which he has always | 


been prominent. He belongs to the Andover 
Historical society, and he belonged to the 
Andover Natural History society. He has 
also held many prominent offices at the 
South church

A Successful Farmerette 

It is not unusual for a young lady to have 

a vegetable or a flower garden but to combine 
the two and give equal attention to each is 
not so common. Such is the case with Miss 
Ruth Fairweather, daughter of Mrs. Mar- 
garet Fairweather of Andover, who for two 
summers has successfully grown as many as 
fifteen kinds of vegetables and thirty different 
kinds of flowers including eighty varieties, on 
a half-acre tract of land in the rear of 115 
Summer street. 
Miss Fairweather is a senior student at the 
Essex County Agricultural school and ranks 
second in a class of forty-three young men. 
In competition with the young men Miss 
Fairweather was chosen secretary of the 
Essex Chapter of Future Farmers of America, 
a position which she filled admirably. In 
March 1935 she was elected editor-in-chief of 
the student publication, “Green and White,” 
in recognition of her literary ability and 
faithful work on the magazine staff. She also 
won the second Bauer prize for agricultural 
accomplishment in 1934. The enthusiasm 
and interest which this young lady exhibited 
in school work now transferred to her 
garden activities. 

One can grasp a just idea of her work by 
reading the reports she sends each week to 
the School. There are interesting accounts of 
her battles with witch grass and stones 
Sometimes even the family cat is a handicap 
in the raising of tlowers. The adversities of a 
commercial grower are also hers as her young 
seedling plants which she raises for sale are 
often attacked with the fungus disease called 
“damping-off.”’ This season another bogey 
has appeared to cause her some concern. 
Three lots of corn were dropped into hills 
but each time pheasants made a feast of the 
plantings. To cap the climax, just at the 
planting season Miss Fairweather was 
stricken with the measles. However, she was 
soon working again from thirty to forty hours 
a week, wrestling with her problems: witch 
grass, rocks, and the pheasants

Somehow it seems rather appropriate that 
our word, victory, should be the offspring of 
a Latin word, for Latin was the language of 
the Romans and were they not a race which 
experienced many victories? Yet theirs were 
proofs of their superior strength in war 
Their triumphs were spectacular affairs with 
pompons, processions and sumptuous ban 
quets. They reveled in glory and praise. And 
why not? Are not occasions like these worthy 
of display? ; 

In a sense they are for it is only human 


proved and acclaimed. Sometimes we envy 
those who have been able to win at 
victory, because we see in the praise which 
inevitably comes to them something we de 
sire for ourselves. We wish that life would 
offer us the opportunity to win a great vic 

tory, put us in a position to claim the Nobel 
prize, make a glorious scientific discovery, or 
kick the field goal that won the game for 
Alma Mater. Each of us is confident, in his 
heart, that given the chance he could display 
as much heroism, ingenuity, and dependabil 
ity as the greatest of heroes. In this manner 
we console ourselves for the feeling of in 
significance we experience when we read of 
the rare victories won by Byrd and Amelia 
Earhart, or the fame of a Garbo and a Barry- 
more, 

These aspirations are all right if not con 
sidered too selfishly. For, are there no vic 
tories of which little or nothing is heard and 
yet which are perhaps results of even greater 
struggling than we realize? Nature is full of 
such examples. 

Take the life of a brook or river. Down} 
from its birthplace it comes leaping and 
bounding, eager to see what life has to offer 

Willingly it performs the tasks meant for 
it, which may be to supply water for some- 
one’s garden, or furnish a place for children 
to sail their boats and splash and paddle 
around in its clear, cool waters, or perhaps it 
may just have to sing the accompaniment to 
some bird’s joyous, bubbling song. 

On down its course it runs, leaving beauti 
ful, restful places for rocky barren land, a bit 
regretfully, yet still with the eagerness to 
progress, and the desire not to stay in one 
spot all its life. 

At last it reaches the sea, gives one final 
leap and throws itself into the lap of its 
venerable grand-parent. No medal or thanks 
does it ask for having successfully traversed 
the long distance. It needs none, for its heart 
is glad and its soul is singing. ‘You have 
tried your best and have won.” Is that nota 
victory? 

Likewise does not a tree which has battled 
for centuries against the furies of the ele- 
ments symbolize triumph? At times the 
wind tries to rob it of its graceful limbs, snow 
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and rain show but little pity toward it, and 

the sun beats heartlessly down upon it. But 

in spite of these handicaps the tree seems 

only to lift its head higher. It doesn’t let 

these hardships keep it from striving to 

pierce the blue of the sky and behold what is 

beyond, You ask what reward or praise do 

these reachers-for-the-sky receive for their | 
Their reward is the | 
exultant feeling within themselves that they | 
have fought and won. So they keep climbing, | 
for little they care that the wind may blow 

harshest around the tillest trees; look at the 

view they have! 

Couldn’t anyone of us be compared to a 
tree? | 

There are those persons whose lives are | 
noble, whose thoughts seem to soar above the | 
lower things, whose very presences seem 
peaceful yet inspiring. Aren't these the pine 
trees around whose heads there is a sort of 
light which seems to come striaght from their | 
souls? A light which ts glimmering yet soft, 
like the glistening of the pine-needles in the 
sun? Or perhaps we are but a sturdy, de 
pendable fellow like the oak, or maybe we 
ss the poetic and wistful qualities of the 
birches, graceful and Charming. 

And there are many more types of people, 
as there are trees. Some living whole-heart- 
edly, others merely existing. Some who grow 
through difficulties, others for whom opposi- 
tion spells the finish. But to stand all Nature’s 
temperamental moods, a tree must be made 
of the right stuff. Sb we, too, need a firm 
foundation on which to build. 

Once in awhile we should have a mental | 
spring-cleaning. Look over what we have, | 
throw away what we know is useless and | 
make room for productive thought. 

For it is thought that makes us rise or fall, | 
that forms the strong, durable qualities of 
our ground-work, or produces the weak, and | 
defective spots in our character.

Five years glided by and one 
day the man, Brown, who had bought Jones’ 
land was sitting on his porch, rather lazy and 
comfortable from the big dinner he had eaten 
when along came Jones, begging for some 
employment and looking humble and poor 
But Brown, who, during that period of five 
years had prospered on the land he had 
bought from Jones, asked him in and sat him 
down to a portion of his hearty meal and 
when Jones had finished, 

** Brown looked at him sharply and declared t hat, 

‘Whether men’s land was rich or poor, 

Thar’ was more in the man than thar’ was in 
the land 

How true that speech of Farmer Brown’s 

is and how well it fits many in life. What good 


| comes from any occupation if one isn’t suited 


to it and can’t put his heart and soul into it 
Not much, we must admit. Now, Brown was 
a man who had found himself, who had dis 
covered the work for which he was adapted 
and had in a short time done his best with it. 
His wasn’t a big-paying occupation but 
nevertheless, a difficult one, and he had 
mastered it. Some people have found early 
in life their appropriate work. Some people 
have found their qualifications and limita- 
tions before it has been too late. In other 
words, finding one’s self appears to be a 
difficult task but it is an important one as 
can easily be seen from observing people 
who have or haven’t succeeded in their 
chosen occupations. To those who succeed in 
finding congenial employment, it means 
contentment and success. 

We have often heard people say that a 
person is a square peg in a round hole, Those, 
who do not find themselves, spend a badly 
adjusted life, just like that square peg. The 
peg, in its ill-fitting hole, lets dust, moisture 
and cold through the crevi so that the 
contents rust and decay. The same is true 


{with a human being. If he is not qualified 


for his work, he is very liable to spoil the 
business. Too big a peg can’t turn. Likewise, 
one who thinks he is too big for his position 
doesn’t get along well with his fellow-workers 
and doesn’t put much heart into his efforts 
Too small a peg falls out easily. Similarly, 
a person who is too small, or is unable to do 
the work, isn’t much use to a business. He, 
at last, is no longer needed. A square peg in 
the round hole bumps around, gets many 
bruises and pains. So does a person who is 
battling with the business he has chosen and 
which he has found to be not for him, Many 
are his painful, unsuccessful attempts to 
conquer his task but to no avail. He may be 
knocked out somehow, and after this he will 
hurry along his course of life, living and tak- 
ing the consequences, 

But what a difference when a round peg is 
in a round hole. Smooth, comfortable, and 
happy he becomes, for the place fits him 
exactly. Thus, when a man finds his proper 
sphere, not unlike the peg, he becomes happy 


| and does his work well. His occupation seems 


worthwhile and his life is so fully taken up 
that there is no space nor time for profitless 
etlort 

\s I have said before, finding one’s self out 
seems to be a rather difficult task 
this is so because the age of finding one’s self 
may be at a time when the individual neither 
tries nor cares to discover his talents. To me 
the suitable age seems to be that of the aver 
age high school student who is getting at 
least a part of his education and is deciding 
upon what shall be his life work. Then, one 
should weigh the matter carefully, study 
himself, his abilities and inabilitiés to the 
fullest extent. One should find out how 
others with similar characteristics have suc 
ceeded in the particular calling he is thinking 
of adopting. One should find whether he is at 
all qualified for the type of employment he 
wishes to undertake, whether he can do it, 
and whether he likes it. All this may mean 
the difference between finding one’s self or 
not, 

Despite all the evidence that is before our 
eyes concerning ill-chosen occupations and 
the advice given young people starting out in 
life, every year, we find people going into 
things for which they are not fitted, and that, 
because one does not select the work for 
which he is qualified. Some, having chosen 
one occupation for which they were not 
suited, may have tried others and then found 
themselves. However, that pertains to but a 
few. Then again, there are some who wait a 
long time before they become aware of their 
one especial ability, whatever it may be, It 


| may be in the arts, in the sciences or some 


particular occu mation. Some have gone 
through the unpleasant task of trying to live 
up to a badly chosen career, have struggled 
painfully for it, and, at last, have, happily 
found that which they were meant to do , 

Since the age of finding one’s self seems to 
be the high school or even the college age, the 
least we can do is to seize the various oppor 
tunities that are offered us in the present day 
There are all kinds of associations in exist 
ence, musical, artistic, scientific, and many 
others, College and high school give a choice 
of a good variety of subjects any of which 
give a chance for one to try and test himself 
While in this supposed critical time, if we 


use thought, some consideration, perhaps a
